Hon.  Andrew  J.  Peters, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

Dear  Sir, —  In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  24,  chapter  3,  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  the  second  annual  report  of  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Institutions  is  respectfully  submitted  for 
the  year  ending  January  31,  1922. 

The  wisdom  of  your  Honor’s  action  in  bringing  about 
the  establishment  of  the  Institutions  Department,  and 
vesting  therein  the  care  of  the  chronic  sick,  the  alms¬ 
house  inmates,  the  minor  wards  of  the  city  and  the  men 
confined  in  the  House  of  Correction,  has  met,  after 
eighteen  months’  experience,  with  general  approval. 
The  co-ordination  anticipated  by  this  change  is  a  fact, 
and  it  is  generally  believed  that  the  charges  of  the  In¬ 
stitutions  Department  are  receiving  better  care  than 
heretofore. 

Child  Welfare  Division. 

The  Child  Welfare  Division  has  to  do  with  the  care 
of  delinquent,  neglected  and  dependent  children,  and 
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performs  functions  equally  important  with  those  of  the 
School  Department  of  the  city.  The  division  during 
the  year  1921  cared  for  1,678  children;  243  neglected 
children,  1,071  dependent  children  and  364  juvenile 
offenders. 

Frequent  conferences  of  field  agents  of  this  division 
have  been  held,  at  which  the  commissioner  and  deputy 
commissioner  have  discussed  with  all  the  agents  cases 
which  were  bothersome.  These  conferences  were  in  the 
nature  of  clinics  and  much  good  has  been  derived  from 
them.  The  personal  interest  shown  by  the  visitors  in 
individual  cases  is  most  pleasing.  They  have  invited 
many  of  the  children  to  their  homes  for  pleasant  week¬ 
ends  and  Christmas  parties;  they  have  delighted  the 
older  girls  by  shopping  excursions  through  the  Boston 
stores.  They  have  made  others  happy  by  taking  them 
on  little  pleasure  trips.  At  Christmas  time  the  office 
force  worked  late  into  the  evening  that  each  child  might 
receive  a  Christmas  gift  from  the  department. 

Visits  to  the  boarding  homes  are  frequent,  a  rule 
of  the  division  requiring  a  visit  once  in  two  months  at 
least.  School  teachers  are  interviewed  by  the  visitors; 
clergymen  of  the  churches,  at  which  the  children  are 
expected  to  be  in  attendance,  are  consulted,  and  the  co¬ 
operation  of  both  secured. 

Through  intensive  work  many  of  the  mentally  unfit 
have  been  taken  from  the  boarding  homes  and  placed  in 
institutions  for  the  feeble-minded.  Arrangements  have 
been  made  for  the  transfer  of  certain  children  to  com¬ 
munities  where  they  may  have  the  advantages  of  train¬ 
ing  in  backward  classes,  and  numerous  others  have  been 
committed  to  the  School  for  Crippled  Children  at  Can¬ 
ton.  The  aim  of  the  division  has  been  to  give  to  each 
ward  of  the  city  the  same  advantages  that  the  average 
child  in  the  community  has.  Many  of  the  wards  of 
the  division  are  of  working  age  and  are  earning  money. 
Some  few  snug  bank  accounts  are  being  built  up,  and 
saving  is  encouraged  and  supervised  by  the  visitors. 
For  the  year  ending  January  31,  1922,  the  sum  of 
81,147.15  has  been  deposited  to  the  credit  of  twenty-one 
children  from  their  earnings. 

In  1889  the  sum  of  $2,000  was  bequeathed  to  the 
Marcella  Street  Home  for  Poor  and  Neglected  Children. 
Since  the  closing  of  the  home  in  1898  the  interest  from 
that  sum  has  been  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  dependent 
and  neglected  children  of  the  city.  It  has  been  spent 
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for  the  higher  education  of  boys  and  girls.  From  this 
fund  it  has  been  possible  to  pay  for  the  transportation, 
tuition  and  clothing  of  boys  above  the  average  mentally 
who  have  succeeded  in  winning  scholarships  in  the 
colleges.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  more  funds  of  this 
nature  are  not  available. 

In  April  of  last  year  the  Institutions  Department 
acquired  additional  offices  on  the  eighth  floor,  which 
have  been  devoted  to  storage  for  children’s  clothing  and 
a  playroom  for  the  children.  The  playroom  has  been 
very  tastefully  decorated  and  supplied  with  small  chairs 
and  tables.  Gifts  of  toys  and  picture  books  have  added 
to  the  pleasure  and  comfort  of  the  children  who  are 
obliged'  to  remain  there  awaiting  the  doctor’s  examina¬ 
tion. 

Your  Honor’s  attention  is  directed  to  the  fact  that 
not  a  few  of  the  wards  of  the  city  are  children  whose 
parents,  or  relatives  responsible  for  their  care,  can  well 
afford  to  contribute  something  toward  their  support. 
Especially  is  this  true  of  crippled  children,  for  whom  the 
city  pays  board  in  the  state  institutions.  Many  bills 
have  been  referred  to  the  Law  Department  for  collec¬ 
tion,  and  this  past  year  more  has  been  collected  than 
heretofore.  I  feel,  however,  that  an  attorney  should  be 
assigned  to  the  Institutions  Department,  who  would 
devote  his  entire  time  for  at  least .  a  year  to  bringing 
suit  against  responsible  parties  for  money  expended  by 
the  city. 


Infirmary  Division. 

It  is  believed  that  the  year  1921  will  stand  out  in 
the  annals  of  the  Boston  Almshouse  and  Hospital  as  a 
year  of  marked  progress.  Perhaps  the  greatest  accom¬ 
plishment  has  been  the  installation  of  a  fire  prevention 
system,  so  complete  that  Long  Island  is  now  pronounced 
more  adequately  equipped  against  fire  than  any  insti¬ 
tution  in  the  United  States.  To  accomplish  this  end 
sprinklers  have  been  installed  in  all  buildings;  the 
reservoir  has  been  relined  and  its  capacity  increased 
to  1,500,000  gallons;  the  salt  and  fresh  water  systems 
have  been  connected;  pumps  have  been  installed,  one 
on  the  front  wharf  by  which  sea  water  may  be  pumped 
into  the  main  and  a  pressure  of  100  pounds  attained, 
thereby  insuring  against  the  failure  of  supply  from  the 
reservoir  or  the  mainland;  the  other,  a  thousand-gallon 
pump  back  of  the  institution  building  for  the  purpose 
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of  increasing  the  pressure  from  the  reservoir  and  main 
water  line;  additional  hydrants  have  been  located  and 
fireboat  connections  provided  at  both  wharves.  As 
an  additional  precaution,  weekly  inspections  are  carried 
on  by  district  chiefs,  and  employees,  trained  by  Captain 
McKendrew,  who  was  assigned  by  the  Fire  Commissioner 
to  six  months’  duty  at  the  island,  are  frequently  given 
ladder  and  hose  drills.  On  November  23  your  Honor 
and  the  fire  experts  of  the  city  witnessed  a  demonstra¬ 
tion  of  the  appliances.  An  alarm  was  pulled  in  for 
the  fireboat,  and  in  twenty-five  minutes  from  the  time  of 
pulling  the  alarm  the  fireboat  had  come  from  Boston 
and  was  pumping  three  streams  over  the  tallest  buildings 
on  the  island.  The  fireboat  was  then  disconnected  and 
water  pumped  from  the  sea.  At  one  time  the  pressure 
secured  was  125  pounds.  The  employment  of  inmates 
of  the  Deer  Island  House  of  Correction  in  excavating 
for  the  installation  of  the  pipe  lines  required  for  this 
work  has  resulted  in  a  saving  to  the  city  of  approxi¬ 
mately  $30,000. 

Among  the  more  important  accomplishments  was  the 
rebuilding  of  both  the  front  and  back  wharves  from  the 
$25^000  appropriation  granted  solely  for  the  renewal 
of  the  back  wharf  and  coal  pocket,  and  made  possible 
because  of  the  intense  competition  among  contractors 
for  the  work.  The  roof  of  the  coal  shed  has  been 
covered  with  rubberoid  and  tar,  and  a  cement  floor  has 
been  laid,  which  will  prevent  the  losses  which  the  city 
formerly  sustained  by  coal  fires  burning  holes  in  the 
wharf  floor. 

The  heating  and  power  plant  has  been  greatly 
improved.  All  engines  have  been  overhauled  and  trued 
up.  Vacuum  pumps,  air  pumps  and  the  ice  machine 
have  been  put  in  excellent  condition.  However,  the 
load  now  imposed  upon  the  engine  room  by  the  fire 
prevention  equipment  and  extra  lighting  makes  neces¬ 
sary  an  additional  engine,  for  which  the  sum  of  $5,000 
is  requested  in  the  1922  budget. 

A  change  from  the  present  heating  system  to  an 
oil-burning  system  was  given  careful  consideration  and 
study  by  the  Arthur  D.  Little  Company  and  by  the 
engineers  of  the  Public  Works  Department.  It  was 
finally  determined  that  for  the  present,  at  least,  the 
institution  should  continue  to  use  coal.  As  automatic 
coal-handling  devices  will  not  suit  our  conditions,  an 
appropriation  for  a  motor  truck  is  asked  in  the  budget 
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for  the  coming  year.  For  the  expeditious  handling  of 
coal  by  motor  truck,  plans  for  a  road  between  the  power 
house  and  back  wharf  have  been  supplied  by  the  Public 
Works  Department. 

A  new  paint  shop,  practically  fireproof,  has  been 
constructed  at  some  distance  from  the  other  buildings. 
A  carpenter  shop  is  to  be  located  over  the  engine  room 
in  the  old  laundry,  which  has  been  equipped  with  a 
sprinkler  system,  and  the  old  buildings  heretofore  used 
for  paint  shop  and  carpenter  shop  are  to  be  razed  to  the 
ground,  as  they  constitute  a  fire  hazard. 

Much  painting  has  been  done  throughout  the  entire 
plant,  but  the  job  of  which  the  institution  is  most  proud 
is  the  painting  of  the  kitchen  and  bakery.  This  piece 
of  work,  estimated  by  painting  contractors  at  a  cost 
of  $800,  was  completed  by  the  master  mechanic  of  Deer 
Island  with  a  gang  of  prisoners  in  less  than  four  days 
and  the  cost  to  the  city  was  merely  for  paints  and  oil. 

The  building  of  piazzas  to  three  of  the  wards  of  the 
female  hospital  has  enabled  the  inmates  to  spend  many 
enjoyable  hours  in  the  open  air.  Invalid  inmates  may 
also  derive  benefit  from  the  fresh  air  and  sunshine  as  the 
buildings  are  now  provided  with  ramps,  which  make  it 
possible  for  them  to  be  wheeled  out  of  doors  in  their 
beds. 

The  building  formerly  occupied  by  the  nurses  as  their 
home  has  been  renovated  and  placed  in  excellent  condi¬ 
tion  for  the  use  of  attendants  and  matrons,  thus  leaving 
the  nurses’  new  home  to  be  used  exclusively  by  graduate 
nurses  and  pupils. 

The  nurses’  new  home,  above  mentioned,  a  building  of 
architectural  beauty,  has  rooms  which  are  uninhabitable 
because  of  faulty  construction.  The  Building  Com¬ 
missioner  reports  that  the  roof  is  in  poor  condition  and 
unfitted  for  that  type  of  building,  and  that  adequate 
underdrains  have  not  been  provided.  Storm  water, 
finding  its  way  behind  the  inside  plastering,  has  resulted 
in  the  disintegration  of  finish,  window  frames  and  wains¬ 
coting.  Alterations  and  repairs  made  necessary  by  the 
present  condition  of  the  building  will  involve  the  expendi¬ 
ture  of  between  $20,000  and  $25,000. 

The  sum  of  $20,000  has  been  appropriated  by  the 
City  Council  for  the  installation  of  laundry  equipment. 
It  is  planned  to  establish  the  new  laundry  in  the  base¬ 
ment  of  the  female  almshouse,  where  it  will  be  accessible 
through  the  subways  to  all  parts  of  the  institution.  It

will  then  be  possible  to  have  the  soiled  clothing  conveyed 
to  the  laundry  without  the  necessity  of  going  out  of 
doors. 

A  new  concrete  walk,  begun  late  in  the  fall,  will  be 
completed  as  soon  as  the  weather  permits.  It  is  to  be 
terraced  with  broad,  low  steps,  thus  making  it  much 
easier  than  is  possible  at  present  for  the  old  people  to 
reach  the  hospital  from  the  boat. 

A  gradual  increase  in  the  numbe,r  of  admissions  has 
made  it  necessary  to  open  a  new  ward  in  the  male  hos¬ 
pital  and  to  transfer  the  children  to  a  building  vacated 
two  years  ago.  So  crowded  are  the  male  wards  that  a 
portion  of  the  library  is  now  used  for  sleeping  quarters 
for  the  men,  and  it  may  be  necessary  before  the  winter 
has  closed  to  assign  one  of  the  female  wards  to  the  male 
hospital. 

There  has  been  an  average  of  sixty  children  at  the 
institution  during  the  past  year.  Some  are  charges  of 
the  Child  Welfare  Division  in  need  of  hospital  treatment; 
others  the  children  of  unmarried  mothers  who  go  to 
Long  Island  for  delivery,  and  others  are  children  afflicted 
with  congenital  venereal  disease.  No  child  not  requir¬ 
ing  medical  treatment  is  permitted  to  remain  at  the  is¬ 
land.  A  weekly  report  from  the  doctor  on  each  child  is 
rendered  the  commissioner,  and  immediate  provision 
made  for  placement  of  those  considered  fit  for  release. 

The  segregation  of  the  children  in  the  nursery  building 
a  few  months  ago  has  made  it  possible  to  conduct  the 
children’s  department  as  a  distinct  department  of  the 
main  hospital,  and  the  treatment  of  the  children  has  been 
greatly  advanced.  An  attendant  is  assigned  to  the 
children’s  ward,  whose  sole  duty  is  individual  work 
among  the  children,  teaching  them  to  walk  and  to  talk, 
and  helping  to  keep  them  happy.  It  is  felt  that  the 
children’s  department  has  reached  a  proportion  where 
the  services  of  a  skilled  kindergartner  would  be  advisable. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  population  has  rapidly 
increased,  the  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  is  the 
lowest  since  1900.  A  contributing  factor  to  the  decrease 
in  death  rate  has  been  the  establishment  of  admission 
wards,  where  those  sent  from  the  city  for  hospital  treat¬ 
ment  and  almshouse  cases  are  observed  for  a  week,  and 
only  discharged  to  almshouse  or  hospital  after  a  careful 
physical  examination  is  made  and  a  complete  history 
taken. 

The  painstaking  care  given  by  the  resident  physician

and  nurses  and  the  frequent  visits  of  the  skilled  visiting 
staff  are  much  appreciated  by  the  inmate  population, 
and  that  they  are  receiving  the  best  possible  care  is 
attested  by  the  fact  that  the  American  College  of  Sur¬ 
geons  has  placed  the  Long  Island  Hospital  on  its  ap¬ 
proved  list  of  hospitals  in  the  United  States. 

The  work  in  the  dental  department  has  steadily  in¬ 
creased.  Much  actual  pain  has  been  alleviated,  and 
many  sets  of  teeth  have  been  made  for  patients  who  for 
a  long  time  have  been  unable  to  properly  masticate 
their  food. 

Frequent  visits  to  the  institution  have  been  made 
by  the  oculist,  and  all  in  need  of  glasses  have  been 
furnished  with  properly  prescribed  spectacles,  which 
have  added  much  to  their  comfort. 

In  1914  the  Training  School  of  the  Long  Island 
Hospital  was  placed  on  a  discredited  list  of  training 
schools.  Since  that  time  it  has  been  difficult  for  gradu¬ 
ates  of  the  Long  Island  Training  School  for  Nurses  to 
register  in  other  states.  At  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary 
of  its  establishment  in  June  last  year,  impetus  was  given 
to  a  movement  to  place  the  school  on  an  accredited  list 
and  give  it  a  high  standing  in  the  community. 

The  number  of  pupil  nurses  has  gradually  increased 
until  now  there  are  twenty-six  in  the  school.  A  salary  of 
$300  and  uniforms  attracts  girls  who  are  unable  to  give 
their  time  for  nothing.  A  standard  curriculum  is  being 
followed  in  their  teaching,  and  arrangements  are  being 
made  fco  secure  the  best  obtainable  superintendent  of 
nurses.  Within  a  few  years  it  is  hoped  that  the  training 
school  will  be  unsurpassed.  The  co-operation  of  the 
graduates  and  visiting  medical  staff  has  been  secured 
to  the  end  that  rapid  progress  may  be  made. 

The  work  of  the  social  service  agent  has  grown  apace 
during  the  last  year  and  its  value  is  inestimable.  An 
additional  worker  should  be  added  to  the  force.  Not 
only  must  the  social  worker  do  many  things  to  satisfy 
the  minds  of  the  old  people,  but  she  must  also  see  to  the 
proper  readjustment  of  unmarried  mothers  and  their 
children  in  the  community;  prosecute  cases  against 
reputed  fathers,  and  arrange  for  the  transfer  of  other 
children  of  the  institution  to  boarding  homes  or  suitable 
institutions. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  touching 
upon  the  industrial  work  which  the  inmates  of  the  female 
almshouse  are  carrying  on  in  the  industrial  room  es- 
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tablished  a  year  ago.  Much  of  the  clothing  of  the  Child 
Welfare  Division  is  made  by  these  women,  who  also 
make  all  of  the  shirts  for  the  men  of  the  institution, 
sheets,  pillow  cases,  nightgowns,  dresses  and  underwear 
of  the  inmates,  and  do  all  the  mending  of  the  institution. 
It  is  planned  to  further  increase  the  number  of  workers 
by  installing  machines  that  unmarried  mothers  may  be 
taught  useful  garment  trades. 

The  inmates  have  been  entertained  during  the  year  by 
the  Knights  of  Columbus,  by  the  minstrel  troupe  from 
the  House  of  Correction,  and  by  several  musical  groups. 
Except  during  the  hot  months,  motion  pictures  have 
been  provided  weekly.  From  the  Cleveland  Trust 
Fund,  victrola  records,  pictorial  magazines,  and  fruit, 
candy  and  other  delicacies  are  supplied  the  inmates  of 
the  female  almshouse  and  hospital.  At  Christmas  time 
they  were  visited  by  the  Agnes  Parker  Post  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  who  carried 
baskets  to  them  laden  with  good  things. 

The  visits  of  such  kindly  people  and  the  visits  which 
your  Honor  and  Mrs.  Peters  have  made  are  milestones 
in  the  lives  of  those  unfortunate  shut-ins,  whose  appre¬ 
ciation  at  all  times  is  sufficient  compensation  for  the 
kindness  shown. 

The  spirit  of  the  institution  is  excellent.  The  kindly 
offices  of  the  Catholic  and  Protestant  chaplains,  the 
attention  of  the  employees  and  the  interest  of  the  people 
of  Boston  in  their  charges  have  all  been  contributory 
causes  to  this  splendid  morale.  The  Long  Island  of 
today,  as  an  almshouse,  is  without  a  peer,  and  as  a 
hospital  ranks  with  the  best. 

Penal  Division. 

A  sincere  attempt  is  made  to  effect  the  rehabilitation 
of  the  city’s  offenders.  Prisoners  are  furnished  with 
excellent  food,  employed  in  useful  occupations,  supplied 
with  suitable  books,  both  from  the  institution  library 
and  the  Boston  Public  Library,  instructed  in  the  school 
of  letters,  and  are  given  the  best  medical  attention.  As 
was  stated  in  the  last  annual  report,  hospital  cases  are 
treated  at  Long  Island.  This  year  all  dental  work  has 
been  done  at  Long  Island,  and  the  service  has  proved 
more  satisfactory  than  that  accorded  at  Deer  Island  in 
its  own  hospital. 
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The  spiritual  needs  of  the  prisoners  are  cared  for  by 
three  excellent  chaplains,  who  hold  weekly  services  for 
the  inmates  of  Catholic,  Protestant  and  Jewish  faiths. 

Upon  release,  gratuities  are  given  the  men  that  they 
may  again  get  a  proper  start,  and  in  most  cases  work 
has  been  secured  upon  discharge.  The  department  has 
been  most  generous  in  the  granting  of  paroles  under 
strict  supervision.  The  department  has  collected 
$3,452.80  in  nonsupport  cases  from  men  on  parole,  thus 
preventing  the  brealdng  up  of  families. 

An  endeavor  has  been  made  to  place  the  industries  of 
the  House  of  Correction  on  a  firm  basis.  The  short 
term  prisoners  make  impossible  the  establishment  of 
industries  in  which  vocational  training  may  be  carried 
on.  However,  an  experiment  with  the  shoe  industry 
has  proved  most  successful.  To  this  department  are 
assigned  men  serving  long  term  sentences,  and  their 
progress  in  shoe  manufacture  is  most  pleasing.  An 
average  of  twenty-four  pairs  of  shoes  are  being  manu¬ 
factured  daily  for  the  House  of  Correction,  Long  Island 
institution  and  the  Child  Welfare  Division. 

Pending  the  construction  of  a  new  laundry  at  Long 
Island,  the  laundry  work  of  that  institution  is  being  done 
at  Deer  Island,  thereby  affording  employment  to  an 
average  of  twelve  men.  It  has  been  possible  within  the 
last  few  months  to  increase  the  number  of  men  employed 
in  the  sewing  room  to  forty-two.  The  outer  garments 
of  the  inmates  of  the  House  of  Correction  are  made  here, 
as  well  as  overalls,  shirts  and  caps.  An  order  has  been 
received  from  the  Long  Island  institution  for  several 
hundred  inmate  suits.  This  will  furnish  employment 
for  about  six  months  and  make  it  unnecessary  for  the 
city  to  secure  its  clothing  from  the  State  Prison.  Until 
February  of  last  year  there  had  been  no  work  done  in 
the  cutting  of  stone  for  some  years.  The  department 
has  striven  to  wipe  out  an  indebtedness  to  the  Public 
Works  Department,  and  in  February,  March  and  April 
1,200  feet  of  edgestone  were  cut  and  shipped  to  that 
department.  The  average  number  employed  during 
the  year  on  industries  was  forty-six,  and  a  profit  of 
$11,914.97  was  realized.  This  amount  is  an  increase  of 
$7,439  over  the  gain  made  in  1920,  which  was  the  first 
gain  shown  in  the  industries  at  this  House  of  Correction 
since  1917,  when  sixty-nine  men  were  employed  at  a 
profit  of  $4,059.86. 
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Those  inmates  in  need  of  physical  rehabilitation  have 
been  employed  on  the  farms  at  Long,  Deer  and  Rains- 
ford  Islands.  In  spite  of  most  unfavorable  weather 
conditions,  the  head  farmer  appointed  for  these  islands 
has  made  a  success  of  the  agricultural  work. 

Its  herd  of  milch  cattle  is  now  a  source  of  pride  to 
the  institution.  From  an  average  of  ten  pounds  of  milk, 
the  production  of  two  years  ago,  we  have  now  reached 
an  average  of  approximately  thirty  pounds  per  milch 
cow.  The  advanced  registry  Holstein  cattle  purchased 
in  1920,  with  your  Honor’s  permission,  are  wonderful 
milk  producers.  One  cow  purchased  at  that  time  is 
now  averaging  forty-eight  quarts  of  milk  a  day.  The 
present  production  is  on  an  average  of  407  quarts  daily, 
200  quarts  of  which  are  shipped  to  Long  Island. 

The  sheep  received  from  the  Park  Department  in  the 
fall  of  1920  were  pastured  during  the  summer  on  the 
west  end  of  Long  Island.  These  sheep,  eighty-one  in 
number,  have  been  slaughtered  and  consumed  by  the 
inmates  of  the  institution.  In  addition  to  the  lamb  and 
pork  produced,  ten  of  the  scrub  cows  were  beefed  and 
consumed. 

Very  few  pigs  have  been  sold  during  the  period 
covered  by  this  report,  as  the  inmates  of  Long  Island 
and  the  House  of  Correction  have  consumed  more  pork 
than  in  other  years.  Garbage  gathered  from  Fort 
Strong,  Long  Island  and  the  House  of  Correction  re¬ 
sults  in  the  feeding  of  these  pigs  at  little  expense  to  the 
city.  Within  the  next  six  months  it  will  be  possible  to 
sell  the  surplus  of  young  pigs  at  a  substantial  price,  as 
our  pigs  are  bred  from  a  registered  stock.  A  registered 
Berkshire  boar  was  purchased  a  year  ago  and  four 
Berkshire  sows.  Crossing  the  Berkshires  with  Chester 
Whites  results  in  an  excellent  grade  hog. 

In  February,  1921,  Thomas  Mott  Osborne  was  invited 
to  establish  a  Mutual  Welfare  League  at  Deer  Island. 
He  questioned  the  success  of  such  a  system  of  self- 
government  at  this  institution,  because  of  the  number  of 
short  term  prisoners,  but  very  kindly  assisted  in  its 
establishment  and  supervised  its  operation  for  a  short 
time.  Mr.  Osborne’s  fears  were  realized,  as  the  lack  of 
co-operation  of  the  short  term  men  made  necessary  its 
abandonment  in  July.  It  was  not  without  some  good 
effect  on  the  inmate  body,  however,  and  the  institution 
today  is  being  run  more  as  an  honor  camp  than  a  con¬ 
gregate  prison.  Much  freedom  is  allowed  the  inmates, 
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who  are  not  confined  to  their  rooms  from  morning  until 
night.  The  silence  system  is  not  in  vogue,  and  nearly 
normal  lives  are  lead. 

During  the  baseball  season  a  team  was  organized 
among  the  inmates,  which  visited  the  forts  in  the  harbor 
and  succeeded  in  defeating  some  of  the  soldier  teams. 
Beside  baseball  the  inmates  have  enjoyed  other  sports, 
including  football,  volley  ball  and  boxing.  Each  week 
motion  pictures  and  a  musical  entertainment  are  given 
in  the  chapel.  In  the  spring  of  last  year  the  boys  at  the 
House  of  Correction  organized  a  minstrel  troupe,  which 
furnished  much  pleasure  both  to  the  inmates  of  the 
House  of  Correction  and  those  of  the  Long  Island  In¬ 
stitution. 

The  night  school,  under  the  guidance  of  a  Boston 
school  teacher,  has  been  a  source  of  much  benefit  to  the 
inmates.  The  progress  made  by  illiterates  is  marked. 
That  the  inmates  are  interested  can  be  seen  from  the 
fact  that  the  average  weekly  attendance  is  224.  Each 
inmate  committed  for  three  months  or  more  is  given  an 
examination  covering  primary  and  grammar  school 
subjects.  Failing  to  pass  with  a  reasonable  mark,  the 
inmate  is  obliged  to  attend  school  four  nights  each 
week. 

The  wanton  destruction  caused  by  the  Navy  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  general  deterioration  of  the  plant  has 
made  necessary  many  repairs.  Main  buildings  and 
out  buildings  have  been  painted  and  put  in  good  condi¬ 
tion;  the  front  sea  wall  has  been  renewed;  a  new  roof 
placed  on  the  coal  shed;  and  a  contract  awarded  for  the 
repair  of  the  wharves,  which  for  a  long  time  have  been 
in  a  dangerous  condition.  Two  or  three  surveys  have 
been  made  as  a  result  of  serious  fires,  which  destroyed 
portions  of  the  hospital  buildings,  and  recommendations 
are  now  on  file  necessitating  the  expenditure  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  dollars  for  fire  protection.  Since  there  is  no 
danger  of  loss  of  life,  inmates  being  quartered  in  fire¬ 
proof  cell  blocks,  action  may  be  deferred  on  these 
expenditures,  pending  a  determination  of  the  state 
policy  with  regard  to  the  control  of  penal  institutions. 
The  sea  wall,  which  was  badly  damaged  by  storms  in  the 
fall  of  1919,  repairs  to  which  have  been  considered  by 
the  engineers  of  the  Public  Works  Department  and  by 
the  Finance  Commission,  should  have  some  attention 
during  the  coming  year.  Whether  the  building  of 
jetties  or  the  construction  of  a  new  wall  is  the  proper 
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action  is  still  a  moot  question.  With  the  exception  of 
the  sea  wall  the  premises  of  the  institution  are  in  fair 
condition. 

The  old  prison,  from  which  the  inmates  were  moved 
to  the  women’s  prison  in  1919,  was  reoccupied  last 
November.  The  kitchen,  inmates’  and  officers’  dining 
rooms,  chapel,  schoolroom  and  workshops  were  painted 
and  put  in  excellent  condition.  The  cell  block  is  con¬ 
sidered  by  the  inmates  much  more  comfortable  than 
that  of  the  women’s  prison,  which  is  of  all-metal  con¬ 
struction  and  difficult  to  heat.  This  arrangement  gives 
the  institution  a  workable,  compact  unit. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Building 
Department  for  the  inspection  of  the  workshops  in  the 
south  end  of  the  administration  building,  so  that  it  may 
be  determined  whether  the  construction  is  sufficiently 
strong  to  stand  the  vibration  of  the  shoe  machinery. 
It  is  hoped  that  these  shops  may  be  found  suitable, 
and  that  the  shoe  machinery  may  be  transferred  thereto, 
thus  bringing  under  one  roof  all  of  the  prison  industries. 

The  per  capita  cost  of  this  institution  with  a  small 
population  is  prohibitive.  Although  the  city  is  caring 
well  for  its  offenders,  it  seems  desirable,  viewed  solely 
from  an  economic  standpoint,  that  the  city  be  relieved 
from  this  duty. 

Through  the  Home  Department  agent  much  suffering 
has  been  prevented  in  the  families  of  men  committed 
to  the  House  of  Correction.  Within  twenty-four  hours 
after  a  man  is  committed,  information  is  sent  to  the 
central  office  relative  to  his  dependents  and  their  finan¬ 
cial  condition.  The  home  agent  then  establishes  proper 
contacts  with  relief  agencies,  and  the  work  of  readjust¬ 
ment  is  begun.  During  the  year  196  prisoners  have 
been  released  on  permits  to  be  at  liberty,  while  only 
eleven  warrants  have  been  served  for  violation  of  parole 
conditions,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  strict  supervision 
has  been  exercised,  or  perhaps  because  of  it.  To  your 
Honor  and  the  City  Council  is  due  the  gratitude  of  this 
division  for  the  generous  manner  in  which  you  have 
appropriated  money  for  the  relief  of  discharged  pris¬ 
oners.  Never  before  last  year  was  an  appropriation 
requested  or  granted  for  this  purpose.  In  1920,  $260.55 
was  expended,  and  the  past  year,  because  of  bad  indus¬ 
trial  conditions,  $539.16  was  expended. 

On  the  whole  the  department  feels  that  the  Penal 
Division  is  functioning  in  a  manner  to  command  the 
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respect  of  those  who  have  a  knowledge  of  penal  affairs. 
Nothing  that  may  be  done  for  the  prisoner  or  his  depend¬ 
ents  is  being  left  undone,  and  neither  the  work  of  this 
Commonwealth  with  the  offender  nor  that  of  any  other 
state  surpasses  that  done  by  our  city. 

Housing  and  Transportation  of  Immigrants. 

During  the  months  of  March  and  April  the  port  of 
Boston  experienced  a  tremendous  influx  of  immigrants 
seeking  admission  before  the  taking  effect  of  the  Immi¬ 
gration  Restricting  Act.  Among  the  immigrants  arriv¬ 
ing  in  New  York  a  few  typhus  cases  were  discovered, 
and  boats  were  detained  for  ten  days  before  passengers 
were  allowed  to  debark.  The  result  was  the  choking 
of  the  port  of  New  York  and  the  diverting  of  all  passen¬ 
gers  to  Boston.  During  the  months  of  February, 
March  and  April  28,000  immigrants  were  admitted 
through  the  port  of  Boston.  All  were  transported 
between  the  ships  and  the  detention  camps  established 
at  Deer  and  Rainsford  Islands  by  the  city  boats,  and 
their  handling  in  a  comfortable  manner  was  made 
possible.  Your  Honor,  through  this  department,  per¬ 
formed  immeasurable  service  for  the  steamship  com¬ 
panies,  and  directed  considerable  attention  to  the 
facilities  of  this  port  by  the  handling  of  immigrants. 
The  agitation  begun  by  your  Honor  with  the  local 
United  States  health  authorities,  and  your  activities  at 
Washington,  have  resulted  in  a  substantial  appropria¬ 
tion  for  desirable  quarantine  equipment  at  this  port. 
Your  interest  and  co-operation  with  the  steamship 
companies  during  the  emergency  of  1921  has  resulted 
in  impressing  upon  them  that  Boston  is  really  a  seaport 

and  its  citizens  most  anxious  to  welcome  trade.

Randidge  Excursions. 

Among  the  duties  devolving  upon  the  Commissioner 
of  Institutions  is  that  most  pleasant  duty  of  managing 
the  excursions  for  the  poor  children  of  the  city  under  the 
Randidge  Trust  Fund.  The  outings  were  most  success¬ 
ful.  The  children  during  July  and  August  left  Eastern 
Avenue  Wharf  at  9.15  in  the  morning,  and  debarked 
at  Rainsford  Island  where  they  were  supervised  in  games, 
furnished  with  a  suitable  lunch,  and  given  an  excellent 
entertainment  under  the  direction  of  the  teachers  as¬ 
signed  by  the  Boston  School  Committee.  The  children 
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were  returned  to  Boston  at  5  p.  m.  In  all,  15,646 
children  were  cared  for.  Donations  of  prizes  were  made 
by  William  Filene’s  Sons  Company,  Jordan  Marsh 
Company  and  R.  H.  White  Company.  A  pianola, 
victrola  and  records  were  loaned  by  M.  Steinert  &  Sons 
Company.  The  Oriental  Tea  Company  and  Phoenix 
Coffee  Mills  made  daily  deliveries  of  five-gallon  cans  of 
coffee  for  the  attendants.  The  Boston  Drinking  Cup 
Company  donated  3,000  paper  cups  for  use  on  the  boat. 
Not  a  day  was  missed,  forty-three  outings  being  held. 
The  island  was  used  on  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  holi¬ 
days  by  private  societies  as  a  recreation  park,  and  the 
city’s  steamer  “ Monitor”  furnished  transportation  for 
these  private  parties,  with  a  charge  only  for  the  expense 
of  coal  and  the  services  of  the  crew. 

Steamers. 

Never  has  so  little  been  appropriated  for  the  upkeep 
of  the  steamers  as  last  year.  The  boats  were  in  service 
all  of  the  time,  and  were  kept  in  good  condition.  It  will 
be  necessary  during  the  coming  year  to  expend  a  large 
sum  of  money  on  the  steamer  “Monitor,”  as  the  boilers 
will  probably  be  condemned  by  the  United  States  steam¬ 
boat  inspectors.  Estimates  are  on  file  for  replacing  the 
boilers  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $35,000. 

Cash  Discounts. 

Your  Honor’s  arrangement  with  the  Auditing  Depart¬ 
ment  for  procuring  cash  discounts  has  had  the  hearty 
support  of  this  department,  which  has  an  appropriation 
amounting  to  approximately  2  per  cent  of  all  appropria¬ 
tions  for  the  city.  The  department  is  proud  of  the  fact 
that  its  discounts  are  nearly  5  percent  of  the  total  dis¬ 
counts  secured  by  the  city  during  the  past  year. 

Institutions  Registration. 

The  Registration  Division  continues  to  function 
practically  as  heretofore.  It  has  been  thought  unwise, 
because  of  the  nature  of  its  business,  to  have  it  located 
elsewhere  than  in  the  quarters  it  now  occupies  in  the 
basement  of  the  old  City  Hall.  However,  a  closer  co¬ 
ordination  with  the  other  divisions  of  the  department 
has  been  secured.  Its  commitment  of  insane  was  dis¬ 
cussed  in  detail  with  Judge  Grant  of  the  Probate  Court, 
and,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  no  legal  obligation  rests  in 
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the  department  to  deal  with  the  insane,  it  seems  best 
not  to  depart  from  the  established  practice  of  over 
fifty  years. 

Employment  of  Veterans. 

Your  request  that  department  heads  co-operate  in 
relieving  the  unemployment  situation  of  last  fall  was 
complied  with  by  the  employment  for  ten  weeks  of  forty 
veterans  of  the  World  War.  The  men  were  employed  in 
grading  about  the  main  hospital  at  Long  Island  and  in 
the  construction  of  a  new  roadway. 

Narcotic  Drugs. 

The  use  of  drugs  among  the  inmates  at  the  House  of 
Correction  has  been  a  serious  problem  for  years,  because 
of  the  ease  with  which  drugs  may  be  smuggled  into  the 
institution  through  friends  of  inmates  and  other  conduits, 
of  which  there  are  many. 

A  new  policy  of  dealing  with  prisoners  found  in  pos¬ 
session  of  drugs  was  inaugurated  one  year  ago.  Instead 
of  solitary  confinement  in  punishment  cells,  prisoners 
are  prosecuted  in  the  court  for  possession  of  drugs.  In 
one  instance  a  sentence  of  two  years  was  imposed,  to 
take  effect  from  and  after  a  sentence  then  being  served, 
and  in  another  instance  a  sentence  of  one  year  was 
imposed.  This  manner  of  dealing  with  inmates  pos¬ 
sessing  drugs,  coupled  with  the  usual  precautionary 
measures  against  smuggling,  has  resulted  in  the  freedom 
of  the  institution  from  drugs. 

A  great  many  of  the  men  received  at  the  island  are 
committed  for  violation  of  the  Narcotic  Drug  Act. 
Many  others,  committed  for  various  offenses,  are  drug 
users.  For  some  time  it  has  been  apparent  to  public 
officials  that  drug  users  were  increasing  in  number,  and 
that  drug  peddlers,  through  their  agents,  were  securing 
new  patrons  and  adding  to  the  number  of  victims  of 
this  dread  habit. 

In  December  a  conference  of  public  officials  was 
suggested  and  arrangements  made  for  a  meeting  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  drug  problem  in  all  its  phases.  In  January  the 
state  and  city  officials  met  in  my  office  with  the  Federal 
Narcotic  Agent  in  charge,  and  the  co-operation  of  all 
agencies  was  pledged:  First,  to  a  suppression  of  the 
illicit  drug  traffic;  secondly,  to  the  securing  of  legisla¬ 
tion  necessary  to  deal  severely  with  the  drug  peddler, 
and  to  make  drug  peddling  a  felony;  and,  thirdly,  to 
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provide  in  one  of  the  institutions  suitable  wards  for  the 
medical  treatment  of  drug  habitues  over  a  long  period. 

On  January  30,  notice  was  received  from  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Correction  that  as  a  result  of  the  conference 
held  for  the  purpose  of  abating  the  use  of  drugs  the  State 
Farm  at  Bridgewater  would  receive  drug  addicts,  either 
on  sentence  from  the  court  or  as  voluntary  patients,  and 
their  care  would  be  supervised  by  Doctor  Carlisle, 
medical  director  of  that  institution,  than  whom  no  one 
in  the  Commonwealth  is  better  able  to  deal  with  drug 
cases. 

The  consensus  of  opinion  of  public  officials  of  the 
Commonwealth  is  that  medical  treatment  and  not 
punishment  is  what  drug  addicts  should  receive  at  the 
hands  of  the  state.  It  is  further  agreed  that  voluntary 
commitment,  without  the  power  on  the  part  of  the  in¬ 
stitution  to  detain  until  a  cure  is  effected,  is  not  desir¬ 
able,  and  that  commitment  under  sentence  or  as  a  con¬ 
dition  of  probation  is  best,  the  time  of  an  addict’s  release 
to  be  determined  by  the  attending  physician. 

A  committee  was  appointed  consisting  of  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Institutions,  Commissioner  of  Correction 
and  Commissioner  of  Public  Health  to  draft  a  bill  to  be 
introduced  in  the  Legislature  embodying  provisions  for 
a  stricter  enforcement  of  narcotic  drugs  laws  and  proper 
treatment  of  the  drug  habitues. 

I  feel  that  I  should  not  close  without  a  word  of  ap¬ 
preciation  for  the  co-operation  which  your  Honor  has 
given  the  department,  for  your  kindly  interest,  your 
visits  to  the  institutions  and  the  department  headquar¬ 
ters,  and  your  loyal  support  in  all  department  under¬ 
takings.  Also  to  the  City  Council,  which  has  shown 
deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  city’s  poor  and  de¬ 
linquent,  is  due  the  thanks  of  the  department.  May  I 
say  that  without  the  co-operation  of  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment,  the  Public  Works  Department,  the  Park  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  particularly  the  Building  Department,  the 
tremendous  amount  of  work  undertaken  to  improve  the 
physical  equipment  of  the  island  institutions  could  not 
have  been  accomplished.  Inspectors  Wilson  and  Clay¬ 
ton  of  the  Building  Department  and  Mr.  Spaulding  and 
Engineer  Thanisch  of  the  Public  Works  Department 
have  labored  tirelessly  in  the  interest  of  the  city,  and  to 
them  must  be  credited  the  fire  protection  system,  the 
new  wharves  and  the  low  cost  of  operation  of  the 
steamers. 
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Through  frequent  visits  to  the  island  institutions  I 
have  become  acquainted  with  the  employees  and  in¬ 
mates,  and  doubt  if  a  better  morale  could  exist  than  now 
exists  at  Deer  and  Long  Islands.  The  loyalty  of  my 
many  co-workers  has  made  the  task  of  controlling  the 
Institutions  Department  most  pleasant. 

I  assure  you  that  to  have  been  allied  with  you  during 
your  splendid  administration  is  an  honor  which  I  shall 
ever  treasure.
